Unmarried with kids 

More women having babies out of wedlock, study says

More Canadian women 
are giving birth out of 
wedlock than ever before, 
with three out of 10 
babies being born to 
unmarried moms, accord¬ 
ing to a new study. 

Thirty per cent of births 
in Canada in 2007 were to 
unwed women, up from 12 
per cent in 1980, according 
to the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention in 
the United States. 

The upward trend was 
consistent in most devel¬ 
oped countries, with levels

doubling and tripling in 
some cases. In Norway the 
rate climbed to 54 per cent 
in 2007, up from 15 per 
cent in 1980. 

The rate in the Nether¬ 
lands rose to 40 per cent 
from four per cent. 

Elizabeth Saewyc, a nurs¬ 
ing professor at the Univer¬ 
sity of B.C., said the chang¬ 


ing rates can be attributed 
to a shift in social values 
away from marriage toward 
co-habitation. 

“It’s becoming more okay 
(for unmarried couples) to 
live together, so raising chil¬ 
dren together is more so¬ 
cially sanctioned,” Saewyc 
said, adding that teen preg¬ 
nancy rates have been de¬ 
clining while birth rates are 
increasing among adult 
women. 

She said half of non-mari- 
tal Canadian births in 1970 
were to teens, and in 2007 
that rate dropped to less 
than a quarter. On the other 
hand, more women be¬ 
tween 25 and 40 are having 


babies than in the recent 
past. 

“Not being married does¬ 
n’t mean it’s not a two-par¬ 
ent household,” Saewyc 
added. “Two engaged par¬ 
ents who are committed to 
talcing care of their children 
does not necessarily require 
them to be legally married.” 

Barbara Mitchell, a sociol¬ 
ogy professor at Simon Fras¬ 
er University, added that 
women are waiting longer 
to have children so they can 
be independent.

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Owner 
charged 
after dog 
attack 

dogs The owner of a white 
American bulldog is facing 
three charges, after the 
dog allegedly burst 
through a fence and killed 
Ruggles, a Shih Tzu being 
walked in an alley 
Saturday. 

Though the eight-year- 
old bulldog’s breed is 
genetically predisposed to 
canine aggression, the 
dog, named Smokey, is 
gentle and submissive 
with humans, said city co¬ 
ordinator of animal 
control enforcement Art 
Becker. 

“We’ve had a tragic 
event and know the dog 
owner responsible has 
been very considerate, and 
committed to building a 
larger fence around his 
yard,” Becker said. “He re¬ 
ally loves that dog — it’s 
evident.” 

Smolcey’s owner has 
been handed three 
charges: Dog attack caus¬ 
ing death of another ani¬ 
mal, animal not under 
control, and owning a dog 
without a licence. 

Though Ruggles’ owners 
are calling for the bulldog’s 
death or removal, the likely 
penalties will be less 
severe, Becker added, as 
Smokey has no history of 
aggression, and was reason¬ 
ably confined in his yard. 

“It was just a sequence 
of time and opportunity,” 
he said. 

If his owner is 
convicted, Smokey will be 
placed on a restricted dog

Urgent surgeries OK: Liepert

Surgeons at Edmonton’s 
Royal Alexandra Hospital 
have been told to cancel 
roughly 15 per cent of its 
elective surgeries by Alber¬ 
ta Health Services, but Al¬ 
berta’s health minister 
says it’s more of a slow¬ 
down to cut down on over¬ 
time costs. 

While being grilled by 
opposition parties about 
the move during question 
period, Health Minister 
Ron Liepert said workload 
at the hospital rose during 
the first quarter this year. 


And since the workload 
racked up a “significant” 
amount of overtime costs, 
Alberta Health Services has 
told surgeons at the hospi¬ 
tal to maintain the num¬ 
ber of surgeries as it was 
during the end of 2008. 

“Why have you again 
failed Albertans, leaving 
them waiting in pain and 
darkness because you’ve 
cancelled their surgeries?” 
NDP Leader Brian Mason 
asked Liepert. 


“Nobody has cancelled 
anybody’s surgeries and it 
has been very clear, Mr. 
Speaker, that urgent care 
and urgent surgeries will 
be proceeding as they al¬ 
ways have,” Liepert replied. 

David Eggen, an execu¬ 
tive director with Friends 
of Medicare, said the gov¬ 
ernment’s constrained 
budget for Alberta Health 
Service has forced hospi¬ 
tals to scramble. 

“It’s a contracting budg¬ 


et, so now hospitals are left 
scrambling to make ends 
meet,” said Eggen. “So, 
here they are cancelling 
surgeries and I don’t think 
anyone would find that ac¬ 
ceptable.” 

Since the government is 
looking to delist services, 
along with trying to force 
criminals to pay for their 
victims’ health bills with 
Bill 48, the government 
has taken on an aggressive 
agenda to privatize health 
care, said Eggen. 

Alberta Health Services 
says knee, hip and cataract 
operations will be post¬ 
poned, while urgent sur¬ 
geries will go ahead. 


Mayor eyeing 'dream come true' skate park

Skateboarders who are 
looking for a place to skate 
in the city’s downtown 
core are suddenly getting 
some support from Ed¬ 
monton’s mayor. 

Mayor Stephen Mandel 
asked city administration 
yesterday to come up with 


a report on the possibility 
of having a skateboard 
park in the downtown core 
since many areas and exist¬ 
ing parks already prohibit 
skateboarding. 

“There is focus on our 
youth and there is a need 
to keep them engaged and 
active,” said Mandel at a 
city council meeting yes¬ 
terday. “We do have some 
programs in place, but not 



nearly enough.” 

Churchill Square also 
prohibits skateboarding, 
but Mandel says the city 
must provide space for 
“this harmless and healthy 
activity.” 

“This is basically a 
dream come true for Ed¬ 
monton city skaters,” said 


local skateboarder Tim 
Mercer. Mercer said a cen¬ 
tral park in the city is ur¬ 
gently needed since local 
skaters travel far distances 
to get to parks in Mill- 
woods or Castledowns — 
or outside the city to parks 
in Morinville or Leduc. 

A report is expected to 
come back to the city’s 
community services com¬ 
mittee later this year.

Colour a barrier, study says 

Darker-skinned immigrants report feeling less welcome 


Vanessa Kirunda is the last 
person you'd expect to be 
looked down on. 

Poised, articulate, edu¬ 
cated and confident, Kirun- 
da, a black woman, can dis¬ 
sect and analyze why Cana¬ 
dians treat her differently. 

But all bets were off 
when schoolmates called 
her 10-year-old son Sean a 
racial epithet. Three times. 
By children of three differ¬ 
ent backgrounds. 

“I anticipated this would 
happen, but it breaks my 
heart. Something is wrong 


when children say these 
things. On top of every¬ 
thing, I’m not going to 
have my child degraded.” 

Kirunda and her son, 
Canadian citizens who em¬ 
igrated from Kenya six 
years ago, face exactly the 
sort of walls a major study 
of multiculturalism and so¬ 
ciety pinpoints. 

Crunching thousands of 
numbers from 41,666 peo¬ 
ple interviewed in nine 
languages, the just-pub¬ 
lished study found skin 
colour — not religion, not 


income — was the biggest 
barrier to immigrants feel¬ 
ing they belonged here. 
And the darker the skin, 
the bigger the alienation. 

“We were surprised that 
religion didn’t have more 
effect,” said lead author Jef¬ 
frey Reitz. “It came down 
to race, with Asian people 
reporting some and with 
young black males the 
most stigmatized. The data 
is consistent with that. 

“We tend to believe 
racism is a minor problem 
in Canada, of little conse¬ 


quence. Someone looked 
at them funny. Or that 
many immigrants are do¬ 
ing well, so it must be their 
fault if they aren’t. There is 
a reluctance to investigate 
the issue,” said Reitz. 

The University of Toron¬ 
to professor of ethnic, im¬ 
migration and pluralism 
studies added that a lack of 
trust was also higher 
among the successful, 
Canadian-born, Canadian- 
educated children of visi¬ 
ble minority immigrants.

Sheeple sheds light on MP's time with PM

So, the official response 
to my latest book by the 
Prime Minister’s Office 
summed things up nicely. 

I couldn’t have put it bet¬ 
ter myself. 

After all, these were the 
guys who’d obsessed about 
what to do with me, how 
to stop my blogging, from 
talking to reporters, from 
webcasting in the foyer of 
the House of Commons 
and from scrutinizing my 
own party’s policies, for 
the entire time I was a 
Stephen Harper MP. 

It was just days after I 
was elected again in 2006 
that Harper’s right-hand 
man, chief of staff Ian 
Brodie, ordered me to go 
offline — or be punted 
from my own party. Ten 


months later, he and his 
boss did just that. And 
when they did, for the 
high crime of opening my 
mouth and having an opin¬ 
ion, they alleged instead 
I’d broken cau¬ 
cus confiden¬ 
tiality in writ¬ 
ing about party 
secrets. 

This is what 
makes the reac¬ 
tion to my 
book, 

“Sheeple,” iron¬ 
ically tasty. In 
Harper’s cau¬ 
cus, there are 
no secrets. 

There’s noth¬ 
ing to keep 
confidential. MPs aren’t al¬ 
lowed to speak without 
prior permission. They 
know the consequences of 
questioning the leader or 
his dictates. Debate does 
not exist. During my time

said IEA analyst Paul 
Waide. 

He said that govern¬ 
ments have generally been 
reluctant to introduce poli¬ 
cies for these types of prod¬ 
ucts because they’ve been 
changing so much. 

Technologies were al¬ 
ready available to improve 
efficiency by at least 40 per 
cent across most appli¬ 
ances, the report found, 
but uptake depends on 
choices by fickle con¬ 
sumers. 

“The extent of savings is 
large; however, the energy 
and financial savings on in¬ 
dividual residential appli¬ 
ances often appear in¬ 
significant to consumers,” 
the report said. reuters

Open up the cottage, 
but bring a tool belt 


O pening up the 
cottage is a 
North Ameri¬ 
can ritual and it 
so happens that 
the usual time for this is 
just about any day now. 

And when cottagers 
make their way to their cot¬ 
tages for the first time this 
year, what will they find? 
Perhaps a dock that has 
been damaged by ice, or 
even swept down the bay, a 
railing that has been dam¬ 
aged by a fallen tree or a 
roof damaged by branches 
brought down by snow. In¬ 
side, you may find mouse 
nests in the cottage linens, 
mouse droppings in the 
cupboard, and gnawed 
through flour containers in 
the kitchen. 

Ah, such are the delights 
of cottage life. You never 
know what you’ll find on 
that first trip of the season. 

One thing is clear. And 
that’s that people who do a 


thorough job of preparing 
for the winter in the fall are 
a lot less likely to suffer 
from a nasty surprise, come 
the cottage-opening season. 

Here are some tips for the 
cottage: 

• In the spring, check all 
pipes and connections be¬ 
fore you prime the water 
pump. 

• Visually check exterior 
wiring to the cottage to spot 
any fraying or damaged 
lines before you power up 
the cottage. 

• Wait for the hot water 
heater to fill up with water 
before you flip the switch to 
start it up for the season, or 
you could bum the heating 
elements. 

• Cut back dead or dam¬ 
aged branches. Also check 
wood siding for any sign of 
rot, and pay special atten¬ 
tion to caulking around 
windows. Look onto the 
roof for missing shingles or 
fixtures. 

• On the interior, inspect 
for any water damage on 
ceilings or walls. This can 
help you spot leaking prob¬ 
lems that may not be visible 
on the outside.

Canada’s multimedia maven 

Fashion icon Jeanne Beker has a fundamental passion for communication

There was a time Jeanne 
Beker recalls when 
specialization intimated 
success. 

“They used to say ‘Jack 
of all trades, master of 
none!”” an energetic Beker 
says with a mocking nasal 
voice in her downtown 
Toronto office. “I think it’s 
a very old fashioned no¬ 
tion now. It would be a 
pretty boring life for me if 
I was only involved in one 
medium.” 

Boring, for the Canadian 
fashion icon, would make 
most beat. Beker is the 
long-time face of Fashion 
Television, editor-in-chief 
of FQ, and Sir magazines, 
author of three books, 
fashion columnist for The 
Globe and Mail and a judge 
on CTV reality show Cana¬ 
da’s Next Top Model, its 
third season set to pre¬ 
miere on May 26. 

The array of multimedia 
hats Beker wears today 
(which surely match those 
in her closet) stems from 
her fundamental passion 
for communication. Before 
media, Beker was an ac¬ 
tress, once studying mime 
in Paris under Marcel 
Marceau’s teacher Etienne 
Decroux. It wasn’t until 
1975, when she moved to 
St. John’s, Nfld., that she 
found her voice. 

“I was the only mime 
artist in the province and I 
got a job in radio,” she says 
with irony. “That’s just the 


proof that I was really all 
about communication, 
first and foremost.” 

St. John’s became Toron¬ 
to, radio turned into tele¬ 
vision and Beker found 
herself on the big city 
small screen, hosting The 
New Music with CNN- 
bound JD Roberts. But af¬ 
ter meeting all of her 
youthful rock idols (“I 


thought, if I interview Rod 
Stewart once more, I’ll 
lose it!” she quips), Beker, 
then in her early 30s, says 
she desired doing some¬ 
thing more “age appropri¬ 
ate.” 

“Fashion’s the kind of 
thing you can grow old in 
... Actually, fashion keeps 
you from ever growing old 
in some ways, because it’s 


constantly changing. It 
looked like the next big 
thing, and we were right.” 

That prediction has held 
strong for 24 years, since 
Fashion Television was 
created (a run Beker says 
she’d never have believed 
if told back then). Today, 
she continues to be seen 
running about the streets 
of the world’s fashion cap-

itals with her cameraman 
and a microphone in 
hand, reporting from run¬ 
way shows and interview¬ 
ing befriended designers 
from Gaultier to Valenti¬ 
no. But despite her years 
in the business, Beker says 
she’ll never tire of fashion. 

“The only constant in 
fashion is change. The per¬ 
sonalities — the egos, the 
icons and the drama in 
fashion — it’s all so irre¬ 
sistible. To me, it’s the 
most colourful arena I can 
imagine.” 

But, it’s also one Beker 
doesn’t know how to 
progress further in. “I 
think about it every 
night!” she says, slapping 
her desk. She says she only 
hopes to continue to pres¬ 
ent popular culture’s cut¬ 
ting edge, in a motley 
manner. 

“It’s about really reach¬ 
ing out and communicat¬ 
ing to people and looking 
at situations in a multi¬ 
tude of different ways.

Unauthorized Swayze bio 
addresses cancer battle 

A new biography of 
Patrick Swayze describes 
how the actor worked 12 
hour days without pain 
killers to shoot a TV series 
after he was diagnosed 
with pancreatic cancer. 

The biography, called 
Patrick Swayze: One Last 
Dance, says Swayze was de¬ 
termined to work as hard 
as ever on the U.S. TV 
crime drama The Beast, de¬ 
spite being diagnosed in 
early 2008 with pancreatic 
cancer, which has a less 
than five per cent chance 
of survival. 

“His work ethic was such 
that even though he was in 
terrible pain during the 
shooting of The Beast, he 
took only one day off and 
refused to take pain kill¬ 
ers,” said the biography’s 
author Wendy Leigh. “He 
didn’t want anything at all 
to befuddle his acting per¬ 
formance or his mind.” 

In the book one of the 
show’s producer recalls 
how Swayze, who rose to 
fame showing off his 
brawny physique playing a 
dance instructor in the hit 
1987 movie Dirty Dancing,

told producers he had 
some “horrible news” but 
would go on with the show. 
“He said: I’m in great con¬ 
dition. I’m a cowboy. I’m a 
dancer. I’ll beat this,” pro¬ 
ducer Jamie Erlicht is quot¬ 
ed as saying in the book. 

Since then, Swayze, 56, 
told Barbara Walters in an 
interview that aired in Jan¬ 
uary he was “going 


through hell” and fans 
were shocked when Wal¬ 
ters asked how long he 
had to live. “He actually 
asked Barbara Walters to 
ask him that heartbreak¬ 
ing question,” Leigh 
said. “Because Patrick 
wants it all out there, he 
has always been open- 
hearted.” 

The book also covers 
Swayze’s upbringing in 
Texas and former ambi¬ 
tions as a professional 
dancer and football 
player. 

It points to his other 
pivotal role in the 
1990 movie Ghost, 
and says on the set of Dirty 
Dancing he was disgrun¬ 
tled that he had to tone 
down his dancing. The 
book, which is unautho¬ 
rized and does not include 
interviews with Swayze, af¬ 
firms his dislike of a line 
from that film, “Nobody 
puts Baby in the corner,” 
which has been voted in 
various polls as one of the 
worst lines in film history.

Niemi are working on their

INGREDIENTS: 

Oil for greasing 

2/3 lb (300 g) lean ground 

lamb 

2/3 lb (300 g) lean ground 
pork 

2 tsp (10 ml) dried Italian 
herb mix, or mixed herbs 

1 small egg 

3 tbsp (45 ml) (85g) fresh 
breadcrumbs 

Salt and black pepper 
A few drops of Worcester¬ 
shire sauce

METHOD: 

1. Preheat oven to 375 F

breadcrumbs, salt, pepper 
and good splash of 
Worcestershire sauce. Mix 
well together. 

3. Press mixture evenly on¬ 


to pizza sheet, or put onto 
baking tray and shape into 
10-in. (25-cm) round. Cook 
burger in oven for 15-20 
minutes. 

4. Meanwhile, heat olive 
oil in frying pan. Peel and 
chop onion and garlic. 

Add to oil and fry until 
soft, 5 minutes. Stir in 
chili powder and remove 
from heat. 

5. Rinse pepper and toma¬ 
toes and clean mush¬ 
rooms. Deseed and dice 
pepper, then slice 
tomatoes and mushrooms. 
Cut mozzarella into thin 
slices and grate cheddar. 

6. Remove burger from 
oven and drain off liquid; 
increase oven temperature 
to 425 F (220 C). 

7. Spread onion mixture 
over burger. Add pepper, 
tomatoes and mushrooms. 
Sprinkle cheese on top.
